Chpt. John T. Pickett; Pahokee 
executive officer of an engineer- 
ing district of the Mth Service 
Command in China, has won the 
BronzegStar medal for service 
resident engineer during 
struction of an air base in 
in June, 1944, to prevent the Jap 
anese from capturing it intact 
after the defeat of Chinese ground 
forces in that area. 

Capt. Pickett, who was engineer

Veteran of two years and ten 
months’ service iñ the Navy in 
World War I, Capt. Pickett en- 
tered the Army in November 
1942, and went overseas in Febnf 
ary, 1944.
